H. B. MAYOR AMAZED 

Says Meeting Will Be 
Held Soon To Decide

Monday, July 22. 
<a*i—The when and where of a 
flight by a Soviet “mystery” 
plane over the roof of the world— 
from Moscow across the north 
pole to San Francisco—became 
mysteries in their own right to¬ 
day. 

A military air field commander 
announced last night that the 
ship would take off on the spec¬ 
tacular 6250-mile non-stop flight 
at 7 a. m. today (midnight, Sun¬ 
day. E.S.T.), but today all efforts 
to obtain information concerning 
the projected departure proved 
fruitless. 

Not only the plans for the take¬ 
off, but even the whereabouts of 
the plane were kept strictly sec¬ 
ret, government officials asserting 
merely that the details of the de¬ 
parture would be announced at 
the proper time. 

Ambassador William C. Bullitt, 
who has been given to understand 
that he will be notified in advance 
of the take-off so that he may be 
present, said today he has re¬ 
ceived no notice. 

The United States ambassador 
had planned to leave Sunday for 
a vacation on the Black Sea, but 
has postponed his trip. 

Takes Practice Flights 

The only clue to the disappear¬ 
ing ship came from a watchman 
at the Shclokova military field, 25 
miles from the city, who said he 
saw it take to the. air Sunday 
morning. The plane has been 
making practice flights at differ¬ 
ent fields. 

Excitement spread swiftly 
through the capital after the an¬ 
nouncement. 

Conjecture already had been 
aroused by a report of a plane 
crash near the city Saturday in¬ 
volving a ship said by the Tass

Orange county's slate has been 
wiped clean of oil through the 
veto of the Burns bill for whip¬ 
stock drilling at Huntington 
Beach. While leaders in support 
of the slant hole measure were 
bitterly disappointed today, the 
prevailing opinion was that the 
next move should be a program 
for developing the state’s tideland 
pool at Huntington Beach on an 
equitable basis in which the propa¬ 
ganda and dissension of the last 
campaign would be eliminated. 

The Bums bill providing for 
whipstock drilling died by a 
pocket veto when Governor Mer- 
riam failed to sign it by midnight 
Saturday. 

Only through a carefully worked 
out plan, perhaps originating with 
the state, and taking care of the 
rights of the public from all 
angles, does it seem possible to¬ 
day that a satisfactory settlement 
of the tideland oil problem can be 
achieved. 

Old Program Off 

It is agreed that Governor Mer- 
riam's veto puts the riddle in the 
same position it was two years 
ago. The old program is off. The 
new one must be different. 

"I hope the governor’s action, 
leaving the thing in the position 
where it always has been, will 
hasten the day when, through ac¬ 
tion of the people or their repre¬ 
sentatives in the legislature, the 
matter can be settled in a fair and 
decent manner satisfactory to all 
parties concerned,” said Super¬ 
visor William C. Jerome 

"My feeling has been all along 
that no question can be finally 
settled until It is settled right, and 
I don't believe either the signing

ron Bar 1$ Used As 
Death Weapon; Wife 
Is In Hospital 


Administration Tax Plan 
Faces Possible Loss 
From Action 


After assertedly finding his wife 
in the company of Trinidad Ar- 
reaga, 40, of 1029 Logan street, 
Santa Ana, Secundino Diaz, 42, of 
909 Logan street, allegedly beat 
Arreaga to death with an iron 
bar last night, and left him lying 
in a pool of blood on the floor 
between two beds in the Diaz bed¬ 
room. 

Diaz walked into the police sta¬ 
tion at 11:20 last night and in¬ 
formed officers that he had just 
killed a man. He brought with 
him the iron bar that he had used 
in committing what he termed 
“justifiable homicide.” Officers 
rushed to his home where they 
found Arreaga's body and Mrs. 
Alverado Diaz in a dazed condi¬ 
tion from head injuries allegedly 
inflicted by her infuriated hus¬ 
band. 

While Police Officers Chester 
Gross and Ralph Pantuso were 
taking Mrs. Diaz to the Orange 
County hospital for treatment, she 
told them she had heard someone 
walking outside the house, went to 
the door, and found the prowler 
was her husband. He immediate¬ 
ly started beating her with the 
bar, she said. She also told offi¬ 
cers Diaz was in the United States 
at present because he is wanted in 
Mexico on a murder charge. 

Denies Bedroom Story 

In questioning Mrs. Diaz last 
night, Officer Pantuso said she 
told him she was not in the bed-

WASHINGTON, Monday, July 
22 UP' By a vote of 60 to 17, 
the senate today adopted an 
amendment by Senator La Fol- 
lette (Prog., Wis.) to the AAA 
bill permitting the president to 
impose quota restrictions on agri¬ 
cultural imports to preserve price 
gains achieved by the domestic 
farm program. 

The Iji Follette amendment 
was supported by many democrats 
along with a goodly number of 
republicans. 

In effect, it is a substitute for 
the house provision in the bill 
which would have permitted the 
president “to i...,ieee quotas and 
increase tariffs on commodities 
whose importation was found to 
be depressing the price of basic 
farm commodities. 

Vigorously Opposed 
La Follette's proposal was op¬ 
posed vigorously by Chairman 
Smith (D., S. C.) of the senate 
agricultural committee, which had 
stricken out the house language 
entirely. Smith declared it was 
an expansion of the "protective” 
system which he had always op¬ 
posed. 

Supporting it, Senator Van- 
denhorg <R., Mlrh.) declared it 
was to stop a “flood of basic

Borah's statement was inter¬ 
preted as giving new force and 
attention to the drives for the 
Farzier-Ixunke plan to issue up to 
$3,000,000,000 in new money to re¬ 
finance farm indebtedness at low 
interest and the Patman plan, al¬ 
ready defeated once this session, 
to, to pay the bonus in about $2.- 
000,000,000 worth of new cur¬ 
rency. 

“I expect to see congress still 
in session on November 1,” 
Borah's statement last night 
said. “Two ‘must’ programs 
seem to he colliding.

Arlin E. Stockburger 
Hurt in Accident 


VENTURA. Monday, July 22 
UPi Accidentally shot by a 30-30 
calibre rifle bullet. Arlin E. Stock- 
burger, state finance director, was 
in the Foster Memorial hospital 
today recovering from his wound. 
The bullet struck him in the ab- 
dorqen. but failed to penetrate the 
abdominal cavity. An emergency 
operation to remove the bullet 
was performed yesterday after¬ 
noon, a short time after he was 
shot. 

Stockburger, former Ventura 
city manager, was wounded when 
his distant relative, James C. 
Bell. 16 years of age. accidentally 
discharged the rifle while he and 
a playmate were examining It. 
Deputy Sheriff Ed Hearne re¬ 
ported. 

The bullet passed through three 
walls and into the living room, 
hitting Mrs. Forther Bell, sister of 
Mrs. Stockburger. in the arm, and 
then struck Stockburger. 

The finance director's wound is 
considered not serious by Dr G. 
C Coffey, his physician, who said 
the patient would he confined to 
the hospital for only a week. 


AGUA CALIENTE, Mexico, Monday, July 22. </P)— 1 The 
picturesque Agua Caliente resort, largely paid for by Ameri¬ 
can dollars lost in its palatial casino by film celebrities and 
thrill-seeking tourists, was padlocked today. 

By decree of President Cardenas of Mexico all gambling 
was forbidden at the resort after Saturday night. Since 
gambling, either in its casino or on its race track, had been 
the life-blood of the resort, Baron Long, president of the 
company controlling the resort, immediately ordered the 
-^closing of the hotel, the spa, res¬ 
taurant, bars—everything. 

Guests were ordered from their 
rooms yesterday. Horses began 
to move across- the border to 
American tracks as it became evi¬ 
dent there would be no more 
racing. 

Resort Cost Millions 

Lou Anger, general manager of 
the Jockey club, declared that 
many horsemen were taken by 
surprise, but stated none would 
suffer want. He advised the pon¬ 
ies’ owners to cross the border as 
soon as possible. 

The world-famed resort, in ex¬ 
istence for the past seven years, 
had been erected at a cost vari¬ 
ously given at $6,000,000 to $10,- 
000 . 000 . 

Tia Juana's gambling casinos 
also felt the presidential decree. 
Agua Caliente and Tia Juana had 
been the last places in Mexico in 
which open gambling had been al¬ 
lowed. 

The chamber of commerce of 
Tia Juana, situated only a few 
miles from Agua Caliente, sent a 
delegation by airplane to Mexico 
City In an effort to persuade Pres¬ 
ident Cardenas to reconsider his 
order. 

Places Employ 4600 
Merchants and labor union rep¬ 
resentatives declared the entire 
population of Tia Juana is de¬ 
pendent directly or indirectly on 
the Agua Caliente and other 
gambling resorts for a livelihood. 
Approximately 4600 persons are 
employed at Agua Caliente and 
the Tia Juana casinos. 

President Cardenas issued an 
executive order closing the race 
track and casinos, and therefore 
cannot be enjoined by any court. 
The Mexican chief executive was 
elected on a platform opposed to 
gambling. 

Agua Caliente has been the 
playground of film celebrities and 
others since its erection. Its race 
track in 1931 was the scene of a 
$100,000 added handicap, one of 
the largest money events in the 
history of racing. 

Meanwhile, Nevada appears to 
be the only place in the West 
where legalized gambling exists.

The proposal to let it go to con¬ 
ference with the house without 
further debate was agreed upon 
after the senate accepted a ruling 
by the vice president that the con¬ 
ferees would be required to bring 
back ‘ some kind of an amend¬ 
ment” along the lines sought by 
both branches.

Owens Valley Project, 
Costing $24,000,000, 
Built By Leader 


LOS ANGELES. Monday, July 
22. UP )—William Mulholland, build¬ 
er of the Los Angeles aqueduct 
and nationally known hydraulic 
engineer, died today after an ex¬ 
tended illness. He wa* 79 years 
old. 

Mulholland was stricken last 
December with apoplexy and his 
death had been expected for sev¬ 
eral weeks, but his remarkable 
constitution amazed physicians. 
A week ago his condition took a 
turn for the worse and he sank 
into a coma. 

Surviving are his five children, 
Rose, Perry and Thomas of Los 
Angeles, and Mrs, Lucille Mack of 
San Francisco and Mrs. Ruth 
Wood of New York City. 

Onetime Ditch Digger 

Mulholland, who began work as 
a d‘tch digger for the City Water 
company in 1876 when the popu¬ 
lation of Los Angeles was scarce¬ 
ly more than lb,000, finally rose 
to head the municipal water sys¬ 
tem. 

His greatest engineering feat 
was construction of the Owens 
Valley aqueduct, at a cost of $24.- 
500,000, which brings water 250 
miles to the city from the High 
Sierra mountains. 

In addition, he was one of the 
pioneer backers of Boulder Dam, 
and did much of the preliminary 
work for the $225,000,000 aque¬ 
duct of the Metropolitan Water 
district, now under construction, 
which will bring water from the 
Colorado river. 

Greatest Tragedy 

The greatest tragedy of his life 
occurred in 1928 when St. Francis 
dam, 40 miles north of here, went 
out, causing the deaths of 400 
persons. He never fully recovered 
from the shock of this disaster to 
r of his engineering works.

Susan reluctantly laid down the 
book she was reading and did as 
she was told. Scarcely had she 
returned and resumed her inter¬ 
rupted story, when she was called 
away again by her mother to go 
next door and borrow some rice. 
Another ten minutes of reading 
and a third request came, and a 
little later still another. Not one 
half hour of continuous peace did 
the child get. 

Poor Manager 

Her mother was a poor man¬ 
ager and possessed of a driving 
energy which could not hear to 
see anyone idle Not much of a 
reader herself, the sight of a child 
absorbed in a book connoted noth¬ 
ing but a child with nothing to do 
She was so larking in imagination 
herself that she could not even 
vision her own future needs and 
plan accordingly. She not only 
called the child from her book, 
but doubled and tripled the inter¬ 


ruptions, since all the errands 
could have been done at once. 

Had she been called away so 
often and needlessly from the 
bridge-table she would have con¬ 
sidered the interruptions thought¬ 
less and rude. 

Parents Thoughtless 

Many parents are thoughtless 
about interrupting a child. To 
them children cannot have any¬ 
thing important enough to do to 
make intrruptions troublesome 
"She's only reading a story book." 
or "He’s not doing anything, just 
playing,” expresses their point of 
view. 

But reading and play are the 
child's creative and expressive 
work, of profound moment to 
their development. School and 
home training do less for the 
child than his own chosen pur¬ 
suits.

SAN FRANCISCO, Monday, 
July 22 .—Stockholders of hanks 
in liquidation are liable for 100 
per cent assessments according to 
the decision just rendered by the 
fourth district appellate court. 
Friend W. Richardson superinten¬ 
dent of banks says more than 
100.000 depositors in the state 
banks in liquidation will be 
cheered by this good news. 

Mr. Richardson, in commenting 
on the matter today, said: "This 
decision is a heartening one for 
the 108.288 depositors in the 57 
state banks in liquidation by this 
office. It means more cash for 
dividends. This case has been 
pending in the courts for the past 
three years Superior Judge 
Georgia Bullock of Los Angeles 
decided that stockholders could 
not welsh on their implied con¬ 
tract with depositors. An appeal 
was taken to the supreme court 
Owing to rush of work this court 
referred the case in April of this 
year to the fourth district appel¬ 
late court. The appellate court* 
sitting in San Diego on July 11* 
sustained the lower court. The 
supreme court will probably be 
asked to review the decision. 

"Many stockholders already 
have paid their assessment but 
the money has been held in abey¬ 
ance pending the decision of the 
court. If the supreme court ap¬ 
proves the decision, then this 
money can be used to help pay 
dividends, and stockholders who 
have failed to pay will be pro¬ 
ceeded against. The decision is 
a fine victory for the attorneys of 
this office, as several of the most 
noted legal firms in the state ap¬ 
peared on behalf of numerous 
stockholders who had shared in 
big dividends in good times but 
did not want to meet their con- 
tractural obligations to the un¬ 
fortunate depositors who lost 
when the banks failed.”

THE OIL VETO 

TTJTE PRESUME, of course, that Governor Merriam was 
VV actuated by the highest motives when he vetoed the 
whipstocking oil bill. Perhaps it would be unkind to even 
hint that the governor was frightened by threats of 
recall engineered by the epics and encouraged by the Gil¬ 
mores, or that the Jergins interests said anything about 
the money they spent on his last campaign. 

Whatever prompted the governor’s action doesn’t 
matter so much now'. The thing that does matter is what 
the future will be. The public’s interest, in the last 
analysis, is what the public should be concerned over. If 
it is public beach land from which oil is to be sucked, 
selfish interests, keenly disappointed as they will be, must 
be forgotten. 

The public has begun to realize it has a cast heritage 
which should be protected, and that it is incumbent upon 
its leaders to interest themselves in the most practicable 
means of safeguarding the wealth which private concerns 
are looking upon with covetous eyes. 

The veto reopens the entire case. If Orange county 
can establish a moral right that can be pressed success¬ 
fully. perhaps Huntington Beach will get its 3 per cent 
and the state whatever royalty is determined upon by 
bidding, with a good slice still left for the county. 

Our job now, as we see it, is to prepare our case. The 
people have shut out the commercial fishing interests 
from the Orange county coast line: perhaps we may have 
something to say about the oil. 



WHAT WILL MEXICO DO NOW? 

E XCEPT for the prohibition of liquor sales in the 
United States, no reform movement has excited the 
interest of the people so much as the sudden action of the 
Mexican government to stop gambling in Tia Juana and 
Agua Caliente. President Cardenas’ opposition to gam¬ 
bling became apparent soon after he took office, and he 
closed up everything except the American-controlled 
casinos in the two border towns. While he had intimated 
they, too, would have to follow the course laid down for 
Mexico City and other large gambling centers, the belief 
was that American money might talk too loudly for the 
mandate to become effective in Baja California. 

So, it was a bolt from the blue that hit the resorts 
Saturday when the closing order came. There is weeping 
and waiiing, not only among the gamblers themselves, but 
also among a few thousands who gained their living as 
employes, peddlers, caterers and tourist gougers. 

Tia Juana’s eclipse began when the United States 
repealed prohibition, but the horses, the galloping dice 
and the wheels kept the suckers coming from the states. 
Agua Caliente maintained its place as the greatest resort 
of its kind on the West Coast, and thousands treked there 
annually, some out of curiosity, others to satisfy that 
great urge to try the fortunes of Lady Luck. Mexico 
encouraged the tourists, and one could go over the inter¬ 
national boundary line, Mexico-bound, by barely slowing 
down long enough to accept the handbills advertising the 
various clubs and joints on the other side. 

It will be an interesting experiment—this prohibition 
of gambling in Mexico. With most of the churches on 
vacation and the gambling halls closed up, Mexico will 
have to go back to bull fighting in a big way to satisfy its 
emotional people. 

THE NEXT ELECTION 

T HERE is a great excitement among republican leaders 
—but hardly anywhere else—over selection of a presi¬ 
dential candidate for 1936. It seems fairly certain Mr. 
Hoover won’t run, and the names of half a dozen G. O. P. 
senators are hopefully put forward with the idea that the 
lightning may strike one of them. 

We hear that a great leader is necessary to beat Mr. 
Roosevelt and his five billion dollars. The hunt for such a 
one goes on feverishly, but with little sign of success. 

Now, as a matter of fact, the American people rarely 
vote for anybody, either in city or national elections. They 
vote almost always to dispose of the incumbent, with a 
faint hope that his successor will be better. Elections are 
more for the purpose of turning out the ins than for 
putting in the outs. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s re-election does not rest with the re¬ 
publican party, or with any leader it may produce; it rests 
with Mr. Roosevelt. The election will be determined solely 
on the question whether the people want four more years 
of his policies. If they do, he will be re-elected; if they 
don’t he will be beaten—regardless of who runs against 
him. 

In fact, an unknown might well be a better candidate 
against the president than a known man. Unknown men 
have few enemies and they are, to some extent, those 
“mystery men” so dear to our hearts. 

We express here no opinion regarding the merits or 
demerits of Mr. Roosevelt. We are merely pointing out 
that he, himself, will decide the next election—and that 
what the opposing party does is a minor matter.
